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Other: 

a. During the Election of Species requirement of July 13, 2004, the Examiner indicated there are two groups of species: Tubular 
Prosthesis, and Tubular Axis of the prosthesis. The Applicants elected, without traverse, to prosecute TUBULAR PROSTHESIS: Species 
A (embodied in independent claims 54 and 57), and Tubular axis of the prosthesis: Species A (single tube). Since independent claim 61 is 
part of "species B" of the "TUBULAR PROSTHESIS group", it was withdrawn as drawn to a nonelected species. 

b. Applicants' arguments filed December 15, 2003 and September 5, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. With 
regards to claims 54 and 57, the Applicants argue that Song "fails to disclose a structure in which wires or filaments each have one or 
more corrugated portions". The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As previously indicated in the 102(b) rejection, the two or more hoop-like 
tubular portions disclosed by Song are formed from corrugated portions of two or more wires or filaments (each unit structure is described 
as a wire "formed into a closed zig zag configuration thereby forming a series of straight sections 1 1 1 and bends 1 1 2"; see Figure 1 ; see 
page 5, lines 17-23). Song clearly teaches said subject matter (see Figures 1-3 and 6). 
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
